In  Ordering

The  Incandescent  Gas  Burner,  so  universally  used,  is  too  well  known 
to  need  detailed  description. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  experiments  made  to  use  it  in  the  Magic 
Lantern,  but  they  have  heretofore  been  confined  to  the  use  of  a  single  flame 
and  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  it  has  yielded  but  seventy  can- 
dle-power; it  failed  to  illuminate  a  picture  as  brightly  as  the  oil  lamp  used 
in  Magic  Lanterns.  The  idea  occurred  to  us  that  by  using  two  flames  a 
more  powerful  light  would  be  obtained;  the  result  justified  our  endeavors, 
and  we  offer  a  Duplex  Incandescent  Burner  of  over  a  hundred  candle-power 
projecting  a  satisfactory  picture  eight  feet  in  diameter. 

Too  much  should  not  be  expected  of  either  the  ordinary  house  gas  or 
oil  illumination;  they  have  their  limitations;  while  a  coal  oil  lamp  or  single 
gas  jet  will  fairly  illuminate  a  medium-sized  room,  yet  the  illumination  is 
dim  when  compared  with  the  electric  light.  Hence,  while  the  coal  oil  lamp 
or  house  gas  in  a  Magic  Lantern  produces  a  picture  ten  or  even  twelve  feet 
in  diameter,  the  picture  loses  in  brightness  and  definition,  and  no  oil  lamp 
or  house  gas  jet  can  be  made  that  will  make  a  bright  and  distinct  picture 
much  over  eight  feet  in  diameter,  while  with  more  powerful  illuminants  a 
picture  ten  to  twenty  feet  can  be  brilliantly  projected.

Heretofore  Acetylene  Gas  has  only  been  shown  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
chemist,  but  owing  to  recent  discoveries,  the  calcic  carbide  is  produced  at 
so  low  a  price  that  at  the  present  time  it  is  used  at  a  less  cost  than  ordinary 
house  gas.

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Dissolving  Effect. 

To  produce  the  beautiful  dissolving  effect  requires  the  use  of  two  Magic 
Lanterns,  and  a  mechanical  contrivance  called  a  "Dissolver." 

The  dissolver  is  made  in  different  shapes  to  conform  to  the  illuminant 
used. 

Its  use  is  to  permit  the  light  from  one  lantern  to  project  a  picture  upon 
the  screen,  while  it  obscures  the  light  of  the  other  lantern,  then  by  the 
manipulation  of  the  dissolver  it  gradually  obscures  the  first  picture,  and 
simultaneously  permits  the  second  picture  to  be  seen,  until  finally  the  first 
picture  is  entirely  obscured  and  the  second  picture  is  shown  clear,  distinct 
and  alone.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  when  the  first  picture  disappears  and 
the  other  appears. 

The  first  picture  or  slide  now  being  obscured,  the  operator  can  readily 
remove  it  and  replace  it  by  the  third  picture.  The  second  picture  is  now 
dissolved  into  the  third  picture,  the  second  picture  removed  and  the  fourth 
picture  inserted.  This  process  is  continued  until  all  the  pictures  have  been 
shown. 

The  advantages  of  the  dissolving  effect  are  that  the  screen  is  always 
illuminated,  the  operator  being  enabled  to  leisurely  remove  and  insert  slides 
without  interfering  with  the  illumination  upon  the  screen  and  many  realis- 
tic and  beautiful  effects  produced,  which  are  impossible  to  make  when  but 
one  lantern  is  used.

For  instance,  should  the  reader  disclose  the 
red  light  once,  it  would  signify  to  the  lantern  operator  to  show  the  next 
picture;  twice  quickly,  to  show  the  pictures  more  rapidly;  three  times 
slowly,  show  slides  slower.  Other  signals  may  be  adopted  as  may  be 
found  convenient. 

The  Stand  accompanying  the  lamp  can  be  placed  on  the  floor  any- 
where without  injury  to  floor  or  carpet.

After  experimenting  with  many  forms  of  screen  frames  we  invented 
the  "Acme,"  illustrated  herewith.  It  is  not  patented.  Any  good  carpenter 
can  make  it,  but  it  will  be  found  less  expensive  to  buy  it  complete  of  us,  as 
we  have  special  machinery  to  turn  the  hard  wood  rods  to  fit  the  ends  of  the 
rods  in  the  polished  brass  sockets,  etc.  We  also  make  them  in  quantities, 
thus  bringing  the  cost  down  to  a  minimum  amount. 

By  the  use  of  a  wall  and  a  chair  one  man  can  easily  erect  it  in  a  few 
minutes,  but  it  is  better  that  two  men  erect  it,  one  on  each  side. 

In  using  this  screen  frame  it  can  be  placed  anywhere  in  a  hall  without 
doing  injury  to  walls,  wood-work,  carpet  or  floor,  as  no  nails,  screw  eyes 
or  hooks  are  needed. 

It  can  be  used  with  a  Magic  Lantern  in  front  of  it  projecting  a  pietiue 
against  the  screen  as  is  usually  done.  or.  by  placing  the  .Magic  Lantern  be- 
hind the  screen,  the  picture  showing  through  it.  When  showing  a  picture 
through  a  screen  it  should  be  saturated  with  water  by  means  of  a  wet  sponge 
tied  to  the  end  of  a  stick.  ,
